The claims are considered properly restricted under a product-process of 
making-process of use relationship. Applicants elected the product with traverse 
however agreed to cancel the non-elected claims upon allowance of the product claims. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed glass ceramic composition including 
a rhenanite crystalline phase and having the specific ranges of components. Suchanek 
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is noted for teaching a similar glass composition however the amount of Na20 is outside 
the claimed range (24.5 wt%) when converted to weight % as well as the rhenanite 
phase is not crystallized from the glass but is an additive phase. The documents cited 
in the IDS of 2-12-04 have been considered however fail to teach the claimed glass 
ceramic. Berger et al (2004/0228927 and 2004/0175430) are cited of interest.
